//J OBD OF the Forbidden Interior!" the 

I young Marine private scoffed, star- 
a - i injr over the side of the ship into, 
the dark cold waters swirling- beneath. 
"That's sure a fancy handle Commodore 
Perry has given himself! Even if he figures 
it's goin' to impress these here Japanese!" 

The other Marine with him, equal in age 
and rank, spat over the side. "The Commo- 
dore kin give himself any name he wants 
to, as long as. he's got Bible Jake and us to 
back him up!" 

Behind their backs, unseen. Major Jacob 
Zeilin, senior fleet officer of the Corps 
grinned, stroking his square-trimmed beard 
reflectively as he walked by. It was the 
whiskers, he knew, that made him look like 
a preacher and had given him his nickname, 
but in his opinion a man wasn't a man un- 
less he had hair on his face to prove it! 

Bible Jake leaned over the rail on the 
opposite side of the ship, looking at a faint 
mist far over the horizon. The mist was land 
and the land was the Luchu Islands. This 
archipeligo stretching from the Nipponese 
mainland on the north to the island of 
Formosa on the south was going to be the 
scene of Commodore Perry's dress rehearsal 
for his coming visit to the unknown and 
mysterious Japan. All arrangements had 
been completed. Perry would step ashore on 
Napa, the capital of Luchu Island, preceded 
by a company of Devil Dogs, And preceding 
them would be the Marine Band, brisk and 
noisy. It would be more circus than military, 
but the rifles his Leathernecks would be 
carrying would be primed and ready if any- 
thing went wrong! 

Early the next morning, about two miles 
distant from the palace of the reigning 
prince, Perry landed on the shore of the 
beach. The company surrounding him was 
impressive, for not only did he have the 
Marines, but also a company of officers and 
sailors from each ship in his fleet as well 
as two shining brass cannons. The Marine 
Band started off bravely and the entire com- 
pany started marching down the road, which 
was hardly more than a trail. It wasn't a 



very large parade, militarily speaking, but 
it awed the Luchuans and the gates of the 
palace of the prince were swung wide. 

That night after the royal feast that 
cemented cordial relations between United 
States and Luchu, Bible Jake assembled his 
Devil Dogs for the big event of the evening. 
The minstrel show! 

"Sure," grumbled one of the Leather- 
necks in blackface, "Join the Marines and 
be a minstrel man!" But he said it under his 
breath, for there was just so much joshing 
Bible Jake would take and it was obvious 
that the Major was worried. The Luchuans 
weren't smiling at some of the best jokes 
and songs that were convulsing America 
right now as the year 1852 was coming to a 
close. Finally the show was over, and the 
Fighting Leathernecks figured they'd taken 
the worst beating of their careers. That it 
happened behind the footlights and not in 
front of breastworks didn't matter. In fight- 
ing or singing, the Marine was out there to 
win! 

Dejectedly the cast began to wipe off the 
thick black- stain they had spread on their 
faces, when suddenly Bible Jake appeared. 
He was smiling and in his hand he carried 
a heavy, pear-shaped gong., "Men!" he cried, 
"They liked us. They just 'figured it wasn't 
polite to laugh. And they've given us this 
bell to show their appreciation!" 

That bell has hung at Annapolis since 
1868. Originally intended for the top of the 
Washington Monument, a change in design 
sent it to the Naval Academy. Today, it is 
only rung when the midshipmen have de- 
feated their traditional rivals, the West 
Point cadets at football! 

Greatly encouraged by this reception by 
the Luchuans, Perry now got ready for his 
attempt to crack the defenses of Japan. For 
years, the Japanese had allowed no one to 
enter their country. Punishment by death 
was the intruder's punishment. No clemency 
was shown to any one; not even to ship- 
wrecked sailors, visitors by necessity, not by 
choice! Japan's warriors still wore suits of 
armor in battle and the nobles held vast 
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feudal power of life and death over the serfs 
that worked their estates. The Samurai, or 
ruling class, didn't want any modern men 
or ideas coming into their country to disturb 
the status quo. But America, Commodore 
Perry and Bible Jake had other ideas on that 
score! 

Besides Bible Jake's lusty Marine band, 
and the cannons, Perry had collected the 
following to impress this backward country : 
a miniature steam engine, a familiar sight 
in American amusement parks; a One-mile 
toy telegraph set, then a very new and start- 
ling device, and a sedan chair, similar to the 
ones formerly- used by the Kings of France. 

On July 8, 1853, Commodore Perry's 
goodwill expedition finally arrived in Tokyo 
Bay. Their reception was chilly and" hostile 
as naval barges, filled with warriors and 
swordsmen sailed menacingly around the 
"smoking monsters" as the Japanese called 
the American warships. . 

"What do you think, Major?" Perry 
asked his senior fleet officer. 

"They haven't built cages for us yet, sir. 
Let's stick to the formula." 

Force had availed the other countries of 
the world nothing in their attempts to open 
Japan up to world trade. But openly peace- 
ful intentions, men that came bearing gifts. 
not weapons, words of conciliation, not 
threats — that was the American formula ! 
"You're right," Perry said after a minute, 
"We sail on!" 

Perry kept his squadron moving ever 
closer to Tokyo. Custom officials came on 
board, wringing their hands, pointing to 
the law of their land, that Tokyo was a for- 
bidden city. But Perry refused to see anv 
of these lesser emissaries, telling them all 
through Bible Jake, that he, as the Lord of 
the Forbidden- Interior, bore a powerful 
document contained in a box of solid gold 
for the Son of Heaven from the celestial 
President of the United States. And this 
document would be given only to the offi- 
cials of the highest rank. 

Impressed by this,, the shoguns. Prince 
Ido and Prince Toda, came aboard. Perry 
condescended to see them, flanked on one 
side by Bible Jake, very tall and impressive 
with his beard and glittering sword ; on the 
other by a full company of Marines, as smart 
and sparkling as spit and polish could make 
them. The Shoguns were dazzled by the 
sight, but when Perry stated that he would 
hand over the mysterious paper in its casket 
of precious metal, only in a building special- 
ly erected for that purpose, the haughty 
nobles almost fell flat on their faces in awe 
before this great and mighty warrior! 



The building was speedily built and 
Commodore Perry was now ready to come 
ashore. • Protocol demanded that he be the 
first one ashore, with Major Zeilin as his 
chief aide, the second. And so they did — 
but twenty-seven boatloads of Marines in 
full dress uniforms touched the beach the 
very moment Perry and Bible Jake stepped 
out of their boat. And while they were still 
acknowledging the ceremonious bows of the 
reception committee, the Fighting Leather- 
necks had double-timed into two smart rows 
extending team the landing point to the 
new building. Now everything was ready 
for the application of the "formula" with 
no chance of a doublecross from their un- 
willing hosts. 

The show of pomp and pagentry seemed 
to be working, for everything went off 
without a hitch. As Prince Ido and Prince 
Toda took the golden casket containing a 
letter from President Fillmore outlining the 
wishes of the United States concerning a 
treaty of trade with Japan, Perry announced 
tactfully that he was sailing away to give 
the island people time to think over the 
proposals contained in the letter. 

In February of 1854, Perry returned to 
Japan, this time with a bigger fleet of war- 
ships. At first the Japanese reacted in the 
same hostile manner as they formerly 
showed but Perry, still believing in the 
formula, put on another production with 
the help of Bible Jake and his Marines. This 
time the toy steam engine and the miniature 
telegraph equipment were brought into use. 
As the Shoguns and the elder statesmen 
looked on in utter consternation, the chil- 
dren of the royal household played with 
these marvelous toys and refused to give 
them up! 

Finally convinced that the trade treaty 
with the United States was to their advan- 
tage, the Japanese signed, giving as their 
gift to his Celestial Highness, President 
Fillmore, two blocks of Nipponese granite. 
These two blocks were embedded deep with- 
in the foundation of the Washington Monu- 
ment, where they remain to thi3 day. 

Once again the Fighting Leathernecks 
had participated in another chapter of 
American history, by helping to persuade 
the people of Japan that it was to their 
best interests to join in the World Family 
of Nations. Almost a hundred years later it 
took a new generation of Marines to help 
repeat that lesson in a way that the Japanese 
would never forget — the battering ram 
of the twentieth century, not a toy train but 
an atom bomb!
